4 By W. L. FIEZGERALD 
w The probable position of

Likewise, the hog sit- 
uation is shaping up as we en- 
ter the period of large market 
receipts. Demand and supply 


If are the two teams in the hog 
"gridiron picture. Some facts 


important to the teams are: 


THE DEMAND TEAM. 1. Re- 


tail pork prices have remained 
high even though wholesale prices 


- 
have declined. Retail pork prices 
will adjust downward in the next 
few weeks. 2. Prices of most 
wholesale cuts will probably de- 
cline further in the next four to 
six weeks. Slaughterers and pro- 


Acessors are not anxious to store 
s--pork products, including lard, at 


present prices because of the un- 
certainty of the general economic 
picture in the coming year. Whole- 
sale pork prices should decline in 
order to (a) move the larger sup- 
,plies of pork into retail trade 
channels and (b) provide a price 
sufficiently low to encourage the 
trade to build pork and lard in- 
ventories. 3. Lard prices are.in a 


,^very shaky position. Price de- 
•clines are likely. Domestic facts 


and oil supplies are above last 
years' record supply. World sup- 
plies are also larged. Lard and 
fat pork prices have been main- 
tained in part during 
recent 


months by the sale of lard to 
England and fat pork cuts to 
Europe. These sales are not ex- 
pected to continue. 


THE SUPPLY TEAM. 1. The 


^•pring pig crop, 64 million head, 
**^s seven per cent above last year 


and second only to the 1943 record 
crop. 2. The greatest increase in 
farrowings was in the 
early 


months of the year. Therefore, 
heavy marketings (compared with 
last year) were expected early 
in the marketing season. 3. Actual 
slaughter in September was 7.5 
per cent above last September. 
Federally inspected slaughter in 
-October was-five per cent above 
Vast October. In view of the early 


fat-rowings, larger increases were 
expected in the September and 
October slaughter than actually 
occurred. This means farmers are 
probably holding large numbers 
of hogs for heavier weights. 


THE SCORE. Important factors 


on both the demand and supply 
teams indicate weakness in hog 
prices*for the immediate period 
ahead. The supply team is on the 


(•^offensive and carrying the ball. 


"The most important factor caus- 
ing changes in hog prices from 
one day to the next is the volume 
of receipts. It appears as if some 
"bunching" of receipts will develop 
In the next three to four weeks. 
This can cause rather sharp price 
breaks on certain days. Farmers 
should try to avoid sending their 
hogs to market on days when 
receipts are <very heavy. Orderly

Avoid Frosted Sudan Grass... 


URBANA—Frosted Sudan grass may still look like 


good pasture, but it's hardly worth the risk of poisoning 
your livestock. 


A University of Illinois veterinarian, Dr. R. P. Link, 


says hydrocyanic acid may be formed in Sudan grass 
whenever it is stunted. This acid is a quick-acting, 
deadly poison. 


There is a special veterinary treatment available 


for this type of poisoning, but it is not successful unless 
given immediately after the animal is affected. By the 
time you notice symptoms, such as rapid, shallow breath- 
ing and an unsteady gait, it may be too late to save the 
animal. 
So, if in doubt, keep livestock away from 
frosted Sudan grass. 


Mastitis Could Be Prevented 
By Sensible and Proved Rules 


CHICAGO—Farmers could pre- 


vent many cases of bovine masti- 
tis, if they would abide by sensible 
and proved preventive rules, the 
American Foundation for Animal 
Health suggested today. 


''Mastitis is often brought on 


by use of faulty milking equip- 
ment, and through barnyard and 


pasture udder injuries which might 
have been avoided," the report 
said.

UN Faces Harsh Dilemma 
If Korean Truce Talks Fail 
» 


For exactly one-fourth of a year we have been endeavor- 


ing to negotiate a truce with the Communists in Korea. In 
the annals of war, this must be close to a record. But it has 
not appeared to bring us too much closer to the goal we seek 
—a real end to the fighting. 


At all times speculation has ranged the gamut, from the 


belief the Reds do indeed want a truce to the conviction that 
their council table game is nothing but another tactic in the 
war itself. 


The weight of evidence leans toward support of those 


who feel the Commumats would like to halt the conflict, or 
at least transfer it to the political arena. Their losses of men 
*nd materiel are well known. They have grudgingly loos- 
ened their grip on a fat slice of Red territory. The glum re- 
port of their failure has been read in every capital. 


Today their enterprise in limited aggression does not 


stand high. It has not paid the hoped-for dividends. Worse, 
it is a burden and a handicap.

All this is beyond the realm of opinion. Yet there can 


be no proof that the Communist negotiators are honestly 
seeking truce. The dogged persistence with which they de- 
flect the negotiations into side paths just when they seem 
headed for decisi^tprogress.^ bound to star doubts*^ ^ 


Latelj^c^rrespohdents have beln refreshingvoui- minds 


on the Reds' cynical use of thte truce in then- war against the 
Chinese Nationalists.- Time, and again a truce, was dangled 
invitingly in front of the Nationalists'.eyes, but always the 
carrot turned out to be booby-trapped. The Communists 
simply seized the chance afforded by the lull to build up for 
another attack. -

Kihis is reaDy. their "purpose at Panmunjom, the sup- 


porting evidence is not so.etsy to discern: Our military lead- 
ers -do report a build-up on the Communist side. But they 
are emphatic in declaring it insufficient fo sustain an effec- 
tive assault against our forces. 


Perhaps the spring wfll see more fevered preparation for 
attack, though everything suggests such a purpose must nec- 
essarily hinge on more generous aid from Russia than the 
Chmese and North-Koreans have yet had.

It could be, however, that winning all Korea t»y force of 


arms is no longer within the scope of Communist aims. Their 
present goals may be cheaper and easier of attainment—to 
keep the United States and its UN Allies deeply mired in the 
mud of indecisive battle. 


Stalemate obviously can tie up our forces as thoroughly 
as smashing offensive warfare. And the Reds may always 
hope that time will' destroy the patience of the American 
people, compelling us either.to strike harder—in dangerous 
disregard of other vital fronts—or to settle on terms which 
might give the Communists politically what they could not 
gain by arms. 


If you rule out the likelihood of a genuine truce, as many 


are doing, then our dilemma is a great one. Anyone who 
pretends otherwise is dodging reality. Conflict with Commu- 
nists is like no other. Its shape is vague, its forms are many, 
its rules are new with each day. And possibly it is endless.

MOBY ON BRIDGE 


Clever Deception Set Declarer

If I tried to name the most 


even-tempered and good natured 
of the truly great bridge players, 
t'd make myself one friend and 
ose a dozen others. It can do no 
larm, however, to say that a lead- 
ing candidate would be Sidney 
Silodor of Philadelphia, 


It's hard enough to find any- 


Body who has seen him make a 
bad play, but it's impossible to 
find anybody who has heard him 
say a harsh word. That's pretty 
nearly a record, considering the 
strain of top-flight tournament 
play. 


It you happen to play against 


him in the national championships 
at Detroit during the first week of 
December, don't expect any gifts. 
He plays a mighty tough game. 
For example, take the hand shown 
today, in which Silodor held the 
East cards. 


North's bidding was a bit 


jumpy, but the final contract was 
reasonable enough. South could 
expect to ruff one heart in dum- 
my, discard two clubs on dummy's 
extra spades, and give up only one 
trump trick—if he could guess 
how to play the trumps. 


When West opened the queen of 


hearts, South was unwilling to 
make a trump guess immediately. 
Instead, he played three rounds of 
hearts first, hoping to gain some 
helpful information. 


After taking the ace and king of 


hearts, he ruffed the third heart 
with the dummy's eight of dia- 
monds. Silodor, holding the East 
cards, casually discarded the deuce 
of spades. 


Now South was happy—for a 


short time. He had gained the 
helpful 
information 
that East 


could not over-ruff the dummy. 
Evidently (South believed). West 
had the king and jack of'diam- 
onds.

unheard of quantity, Pegler Claims

LONDON—The political group called Americans for Democratic 


Action i* actually a Marxian Socialist organization generally identi- 
cal with the so-called Labor party in Great Britain, which is now 
frankly known as the Socialist party. The British Fabian Social- 
ist* realized that Marx and Socialism were "bad" political word* and 
therefore adopted the appealing aha* of "Labor." 
Marx was a foreigner and a German at that and 
Marxism i* not only Socialism but i* pre-Commu- 
nism, too. If the Attlee party of Marxists had 
honestly adopted the name of Socialism, they would 
have taken on the onu* of many failure* in Britain, 
the United State* and Continental countries. So 
they called their brand of Marx "Labor" and this 
ruse helped them rise to a season of power which 
has finally and hopelessly done for capitalism and 
free society in the British Isles.

But it still is. an 
unknown and an almost unheard-of quantity. Walter White, of the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored People, claims 
that he was the one who needled Truman to appoint a committee 
largely composed of fellow travelers to bring in the notorious "civil 
rights" report demanding compulsory racial congeniality in the Amer- 
ican South. But the real master-mind in this job was Americans for 
Democratic Action and the report, written by members of the 
A. D. A. under the guidance of a committee counsel who admit 
having been a Communist, was ballyhooed with gala- display in 
official Communist book store in New York. 


Senator Hubert H. Humphrey,'of Minnesota, a nominal Demo-

Oklahoma and

Some Admit Evils 
Of Over-Emphasis; 
Favor More Control 


NEW YORK—(AP)—Some col- 


lege athletic leaders were quick to- 
day to refute a New York judge's 
accusation that football and bas- 
ketball are sordid big business 
deals. 


But a committee of seven col- 


lege presidents, meeting in Wash- 
ington, agreed "something must be 
done" to remove whatever evils 
are in the intercollegiate athletic 
program. 


And in Chicago, Hugh Willett, 


president of the National Colleg- 
iate Athletic association, said a 
substantial majority of the or- 
ganization's 320 members support- 
ted a 12-point program for tighter 
controls on college athletics. 


Basketball and football came un- 


der the fire of General Sessions 
Judge Saul Streit in a 41-page 
statement issued yesterday short- 
ly before the jurist sentenced a 
basketball fixer and five former 
players from three New York uni- 
versities to prison terms and gave 
nine other ex-players suspended 
sentences. 


Courting Scandal 


'Commercialism and over-em- 


phasis in intercollegiate football 
and basketball are rampant over 
the country," said Judge Streit. 
He said the nation's schools are 
courting as "atomic athletic scan- 
dal." 


The jurist blamed college au- 


:horities, alumni and coaches—la- 
belling as "despicable" the attitude 
of many big-time coaches. 
He 


advised the schools to clean house 
in a hurry or have congress or the 
states do it for them. 


Names Schools 


Judge Streit singled out Okla- 


homa, Texas, Texas A & M, South- 
ern Methodist, Pennsylvania, Ten- 
nessee, Maryland and Kentucky as 
examples of over-emphasis in foot- 
sail. Kentucky is the only one of 
:he group- involved in the basket- 
ball point-fixing scandal that has 
reached more than 30 players from 
seven schools and a referee. 


The judge called a college ath- 


lete a paid commercial and said 
academic standards' for athletes 
are a laugh. 


University of Oklahoma athletes 


are required to maintain proper 
scholastic standards, University 
President Dr. George L. Cross said 
in answering Judge Streit's state- 
ment that one Oklahoma football 
player was taking introduction, to 
geography and loaded his program 
with theories of basketball, swim- 
ming games and volley ball in his 
senior year. 


"We are interested in having all 


our athletes make steady progress 
tqward graduation," Dr. Cross 
said. 


Defends Players 


The reaction of Bud Wilkinson, 


Oklahoma football coach, was to 
go into the records and announce 
that football lettermen have been 
graduated at a 92 per cent pace 
since he became coach of the 
Sooners. 


"If Judge Streit will give us 


the name of the Oklahoma foot- 
ball player "he was referring to, we 
will be glad to make the player's 
scholastic record public." The 
judge did not name the player in 
his lengthy statement. 


The judge's statement 
that 


Southern Methodist awards 154 
athletic scholarships annually 
brought from Aethletic Director 
Matty Bell a question as to what 
was wrong with his school grant- 
ing such scholarships. 


"Well, it isn't any of the judge's 


business in the first plaoe and in 
the second place these scholarships 
cover all sports, not just football. 
These are given to boys, who, in 
the main, would be unable to at- 
tend college without the assist- 
ance. Our athletes are among the 
finest young men in the country 
and it is that way at most of the 
colleges." 


Good Outweighs Bad 


Dana X Bible, University of 


Texas athletic director, conceded 
the collegiate football program 
"may have gotten off-side a little 
bit" sometimes but declared the 
good football far outweighs the 
bad. 


"It's just another indication o; 


the need for a committee lite 
this," said Dr. John A. Hannah, 
president of Michigan State ant 
head of a special committee set 
up by the American Council o: 
Education to look into sports. 


That was the only comment on 


the judge's blast from the com 
mittee of seven college presidents 
but before the jurist made his 
statement, Hannah told reporters

tegrity in higher education. 


Much Good 


"We start with the assumption 


that there is much good in college 
sports.

Flood Threat 
Mounts; Po 
River Rises 


ROVIGO, 'ITALY — (AP) — 


Threats of new floods in the al- 
ready devastated Po river delta 
appeared today following heavy 
rams through Northern Italy. More 
than 100 death* already have been 
recorded. 


At Turin, nearly 200 miles to the 


northeast, the level of Italy's 
mightiest stream rose three feet 
ast night Many tributaries of the 
Po were approaching flood stage 
across the country. 


Water was running in the streets 


of Gallarate, a town of 24,800 
north of Turin. 


Flooding rivers threatened to fill 


Jake Lugano to overflowing, along 
the Italian-Swiss border. 


A fleet of planes—a British Lan- 


caster, an American C-82 "Flying 
Boxcar," helicopters and Italian 
aircraft—supplied food and medi- 
cine to those who' were marooned 
n the water-logged cities and vil- 
ages of the flood area.

Soft Corn Is 
Satisfactory for 
Feeding in Winter 


URBANA—If you have som 


soft corn, you can feed it satis 
factorily to your livestock this 
winter. 


H. G. Russell, extension live 


stock specialist at the Illinois Col 
lege of Agriculture, says the tests 
show, however, that returns from 
feeding soft corn drop when it Is 
fed in the spring or summer. 


Russell says that testa at South 


Dakota State college in two re- 
cent years compared the feeding 
value of soft corn with that of dry 
corn for various classes of live- 
stock. Researchers there fed un- 
sound corn with a moisture con- 
tent ranging from 25 to 32 per 
cent to yearling steers, steer 
calves, hogs and'lambs. 


They found out that soft corn 


could be profitably Jed to those 
classes of livestock. They also 
found that soft corn has the fol- 
lowing values in terms of hard 
com when fed to these classes of 
stock in winter: 82 per cent to 
yearling steers, 78 per cent to 
lambs and 78 per cent to hogs and 
calves.

OAKLAND, Calif. _ (AP) — 


Testimony of heavy drinking, wild 
driving and wife-choking ended^in 
indictment of a Bailor whose car 
touched off the Oct 28 Greyhound 
bus crash on the San Francisco 
bay bridge. The tragedy cost eight 
lives and injured 21 other persona. 


Manslaughter and drunk driving 


indictment* were returned late 
yesterday by an Alameda county 
grand jury against Boatswain's 
Mate Orville C. Russell, jr. 


Russell's car hit a traffic-divid- 


ing abutment near the Oakland 
end of the bridge and tossed a con- 
crete chunk in the path of the bus, 
causing it to plunge 40 feet off a 
ramp. 


Wild Night Before 


Grand jury witnesses said Rus- 


sell, formerly of Independence, 
Kas., consumed quantities of wine 
and whiskey the night before the 
accident They said he terrorized 
two women and a man in his car 
by driving wildly about the streets 
of Oakland and San Francisco. 


Once, a witness said, Russell 


threatened to drive the car into a 
bridge railing "and kill all of you 
and myself." , 


The next morning he drove alone 


toward the bridge to carry out his 
daily duty of waking up the cooks 
on Treasure island, a navy base in 
mid-bay. He was seriously injured 
when his car was overturned by 
the abutment 


Bos Hit Concrete 


The bus, inbound from Salt Lake 


City, went out of control after 
blowing a tire on the concrete 
chunk. It crashed through a steel 
retaining fence and fell 40 feet to 
a railroad right of way, pancaking 
upside down on its 29 occupants. 
Seven, including the bus driver, 
were killed outright All other 22 
were injured and one later died. 


Mrs. Myrtis Russell 
testified 


that Russell had to be restrained 
while choking his wife the night 
before the accident; That Russell's 
wife later grabbed the car keys but 
Russell regained them and drove 
off alone, 


Russell, while improving, still 


remains a patient at Oak Knoll 
hospital.

Texas Millionaire 
May Purchase Oil 
Rights in Egypt 


ROME —(AP)— Texas oil mil- 


lionaire Glenn McCarthy left today 
for Paris, where he expects to 
close a deal for oil rights to more 
than six million acres in the Red 
sea area of Egypt. 


McCarthy confirmed he plans to 


buy a controlling 51 per cent in- 
terest in the National Petroleum 
Oil Co. of Egypt The company has 
oil concessions covering 121 lots of 
60 square miles each in Egypt. 


Before the deal could become 


effective, the Egyptian parliament 
would have to amend an existing 
law requiring that Egyptians hold 
a majority interest in any com- 
pany exploiting the nation's oil re- 
serve. 


A secret meeting of the Egyp- 


tian parliament will be held short- 
ly to consider changing the law, it 
was learned. 


McCarthy said he could not give 


any details on his meeting later 
today in Paris with officials of the 
Egyptian company. Neither would 
he reveal the amount involved in 
the deal

major operations he performed on 
wounded South Koreans, The el- 
der Demara said as far as he 
knows the only previous medical 
experience his son had was aa 
an orderly in a Boston eye and 
ear infirmary.
